Novicky “confessed” the crime un- 
der what he says were promptings 
His story then, | 
repeated yesterday, was that as he 
and a man known to him only as 
Fred ordered Arent to hold up his 
hands Arent dived behind the bar 
and came up with a revolver, and 
that Novicky fired as they faced each 
other. The testimony in the case is 
that Arent had no weapon. The au- 
topsy bore out statements of wit- 
nesses that the man who shot Arent 
was standing on the foot rail and 
fired downward at Arent as he 
crouched behind the bar. 

Novicky says the automoDile was 
parked on Second street facing north 
and that he and ‘“‘Fred” encountered 
nobody in their flight from the sa-| 
loon.

The automobile show this week has established new 
attendance records and the exhibit, in {ts entirety 
and especially in {ts appointments, is superior to 
anything gone before. Evidence of substantial guc- 
cess is found in the reported sales which, in a number 
of makes, far exceed the business of previous shows. 

That automobile manufacturers had a strenuous 
time of it last year {is common gossip. The ordeal 
was fatal in some instances and possibly the death 
list may yet be lengthened, but, on the whole, the 
industry has pretty well got back to normalcy. Next 
to agriculture the automobile industry’s deflation has 
been the most rapid. Whether prices have struck bot- 
tom or not cannot be asserted, but it fs plain from 
the sales now being made that this industry {is bound 
to reap a golden harvest as soon as prosperity re- 
turns.

Hints for Football Guidance. 

“Our intercoliegtate games, in- 
stead of being between rival col- 
leges, are managed by outsiders, 
coached by outsiders, frequentls 
viewed by outsiders and, in a very 
lamentable sense, too often played 
by outsiders.” 

“Boards of control have too 
much to do with sports. If one 
school has a paid coach, its rival 
has to have two. Then the first 
school hires a third, etc.” 

“We will not allow our students 
to carn money by sumumer sports: 
yet we bring itn outsiders as 
coaches and pay them twice as 
much for ten weeks’ work as a col- 
lege professor receives for his 
vear’s pay.”
